My Brother’s BUC

On THE SuBJecT oF AcquiRING A VINTAGE BUICK 


It has been truly interesting to read the stories of many of my sellow 
members of the 1937-38 Buick Club, ZeLting their Longtime relationships with the 
manque, and in some instances with a specigic car. I'm agnaid 1 sprang forth 
(nom a heritage essentiatly devoid of Buick ownership, not that I was unaware of 
the product even in the model years we most admire. 1 wat, I Suppose, born a car 
Lover, but that's another story. 


At any rate, after a goodly number of years indulging my deep feetings 4on 
the motoncar via’ ounenship of numerous and various vehickes for everyday use, T 
surrendered to the call of the car cottector hobby in the Spring of 1977. Begin- 
ning with study of the "Cars for Sate” ada in the Denver newspapers, and Looking 
at cotkector cans avaitable for purchase, 1 progressed (F) £0 attending auctions 
Within a short radius grom Denver. At one of the girst there was a 1937 Modee 41, 
far gnom a "creampus{" but driveable and restorable and appeating. Hawever, T 
grew faint of heart and didn't bid on the car. 


Advertising came to my attention {or an auction June 4, 1977, sponsored by 
the Dust Bact Antique and Classic Car Club at Walsh, Colorado - that has a kind 

of an attraction, since rural areas are known fo harbor hidden automotive treasures. 
1f you consuet your Rand-MNakeys you wilt find Walsh in the extreme southeastern 
conner of Colorado, some 275 mikes from Denver. At that point in time, enthusiasm 
for the vintage cars was running fairly strong in our family, and the trip sounded 
Like a fun outing, 80 off we went earty on Saturday morning. Total preparation 

for the focae point of this adventure was my checkbook, a very modest toot kit in 
the trunk of my car, andan ancient tow rope. Our party was comprised of my wife 
and me, our then 4-months pregnant ekdest daughter, and her husband (who is my 
staluart partner in all things car restoration-wise). 


The auction was fascinating and exciting, and possibly included a better as- 
Sontment of interesting pre-war vehiches at modest prices than seen at any auction 
Since. But one car especially caught our collective eye, a 1958 Buick Special 
4-doon of the fastback style, which wasn't Listed in the promotional handout. 
Although I was at that time ‘bo naive to expect othewise of a car in an auction, 
it nan under its con power and was driven across the auction block, ad were most 
of the cars there. Without doubt it was Love at girat sight, and I bid, and bid 
again, and suddenty the car was mine. well, it became mine after the setttenent 
was mide in the auctéoneer's office. 


become welt afong in the afternoon on Saturday, and a netuan trip 
to Denver tay Well, the car did run, didn't it? However, a cautcous teat 
at law speed immediately riised questions about the brakes, so a tocad service 
Station with a Cégt was found. The brakes were bled and rechecked, which provided 
sufficient reassurance to head gor the open road. 


About 15 mikes west of Waksh, the Buick's radiator boited over in a classic 
4mitation of Old Faithful (as T recakl, we found the temp gauge inoperative, dis- 
connected at the block, in fact). So out came the tow rope, and we hitched up 
and proceeded in taw behind my car. There was Little help to be had at the next 
town, Springhield, 40 the tandem rig headed north on US 287 to Lamar, where we 
found a service station with a sudtable thermostat (we presumed this item to be 
Source of the problem). But business at that crossroads Locate was too brisk, 
and the changeout coukdn't be promised for several hours. Even with summertine' s 


Longer daykight, night{all would obviously overtake us Long bexore we coukd get 
back to Denver. Se we found a motel room and went to dénner. In time, the '38 
was retrieved with its new thermostat, parked at the motet and Locked up for sase~ 
Keeping, and abl concerned repaired £0 quarters and eventually retired gon the 
naght, 


An early morning call hav. seemed appropriate, we were all up 4or a prompt 
departure {0% Denver. But see the preceding paragraph - a prudent driver Locks 
his ungaraged car upon parking for the night, doesn't he? Havever, we all know 
{iat Gt cans of ‘that vantage can be Locked up compeecety by depresiing the door 
buttons and hobding down the outside door handLes. obviously presents a 
problem of re-entry when the ony key dePivered with the car untocks the ignition 
but doesn't untock the door. The reader should be spared the agony at this point 
in the story ~ the coathanger entry method worked anazingty fast, considering the 
pressure on the amateur practitioner in the chill moaning air, 


With a rather smooth running ofd car (the engine fairty purred, but the Light 
0 morning déd produce some second thoughts about those tires, didn't itt), it 
shoutd be a fairey easy trip to Denver, cor ing such an earty start. Wrong! 
About 10 mies out of Lamar under its awn power, the Buick did £4 geyser imper- 
donation again, | Gut came the Lau rope, and hitched up we took off with son-in-Law 
Genny at the wheee of the '38 and daughter Lise at his side. The Buick taved nicely 
around 50 MPH o% 40... téLk one of the weary near tires blew. The spare from the 
Buick’ s trunk was mounted, and nodeithstanding (ts obvious marginat condition we 
Set forth again. Qur pessimism was justified, and a second tire failure some 25 
mites later necessitated a search in Wild Horse (yes, that's neatly a Colorado 
own) for a service station capable of repairing a tube. As hard ad it is to 
believe in retrospect, the tow was resumed and completed fo a fav mites east of 
Denver on US 40, where the venerable fav rope parted after through on a 
bumpy road repair detour. A discount store in a nearby suburban shopping center 
Gortunatety provided the answer in the form of a naw NyLon fav rope.

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TRCHMCAL TIPS 


SILICONE AND GASOLINE DON'T MIX, We probably ate remember the "atochol 
and gasoline” stogan intended to foster temperate habits. In fact, of course, 
aécohot and gasoline do méx, and some gasolines now are routinely sold with up 
to 108 ethanol in them, primarily as an “octane” booster. Silicone gasket 
materia and gasotine, however, most emphaticatey do not mix, and will cause 
great trouble if they come together in the wrong place. 


NEVER, NEVER USE STLICONE SEALER IN ANY PLACE EXPOSED TO 
LIQUID GASOLINE! ! 


How do T know this, you may ask. This time, I'm happy to say, not on the basis 
of personak experience. 1 was helping geklow Club member Jess Norris try to 
figure out why his car kept running out of gas. We were stumped until Jods 
took apart hés electric suet pump and found a blob of siLicone seater inside. 
Seems he had used the seater on the tank sending unit. Further investigation 
heveated that Jeg is not afone in having had this trouble. Famous people -~ 
to name one, the Esteemed Founder of this Club -- have done the same thing, 
with the sane nasty results. Tf any of that seater squishes out uhen you 
téghten up the Little plate on top of the tank, and falls into the tank, it 
wike turn into an oozy mess that <s guaranteed to clog anything. Likewise, gas 
washing up to the top of the tank may in time Loosen the seat, with the same 
results. To test this firsthand, I put two diggerent types of Sibicone seater 
on gasket material into jars with gasoline. One turned into pieces of goo just 
Large enough to clog a screen on gilter element and the other into a sort of 
semi-sotid jeely. 1f you have used séticone seater on your tank, and have not 
had trouble yet, 1 would strongly urge a throw-auay clear plastic fitter be put 
into the Line close to the tank. There is probably no need fo use any seater 
with the cork gasket, but if you want to use something, T would suggest the 
"aviation" gasket cement. 


MORE ON GASOLINE. Above, we noted that many gasoLines now contain alcohol, 
This % not Limited to the “oddbate” on "cut-rate” brands, although they are 
mone Likely to contain it. In Ohio, all grades of Union 76 gas have 108 
ethanol. Ohio has adopted reguéations prohibiting more than 108 ethanol (grain 
akcohok) on 5% methanol (wood agcohot) and requiring pumps to be tabeted. 
Langer concentrations may be corrosive. If, however, you have applied to the 
dnside 0f your fuel tank any of the "aircragt-type" seaters commonty used to 
restore ofd Leaky tanks, it is recommended that no gas containing any alcohol 
be used. The akcohot may in time dissolve the seater; the results will be as 
bad as, on worse than, the siticone results. 


TECHMCAL TIPS 


REMOVING BUMPERS. It occurred to me recently that 1 did something over 
a year ago that might rise to the Level of a “tip.” Having some nice new 
ruaben grommets gor the rear bumper brackets to instal, I unbofted the 
brackets from the frame and pulled bumper and brackets’ off. The new grommets 
fit neatly into the ho£es and 1 thought: "There's nothing to this.” Such 
thoughts cometh before trouble as surety at pride goeth before a (att. 1 
found that the bumper was slightly "sprung" and, when reLeased srom tension, 
had moved enough toward straightening itsel{ to’ splay the brackets out too far 
to go back in. Removing the brackets gnom the bumper, either one or both of 
them, did no good, 1 solved this with something never intended or use on 
cars, but acquired before I became hopelessly enmeshed in Buick Madness and 
the production of this nag, and did sensible things Like restoring antique 
furniture. Pipe clanp fixtures. These are gadgets with which one can make 
@ giant clamp by positioning them on a suitable Length of 3/4-inch black inon 
threaded pipe, One fixture had a jaw moved by a screw; this is threaded on 
one end of the pépe. The other can be positioned anywhere along the pipe's 
Length and wiee hold under pressure through a simple but ingenious clutch. The 
whoke is positioned over the brackets (attached to the bumper) with the jaws 
on the outside of each bracket. The screw can then be used to draw the 
brackets together to the point where they wit go into the hotes and can be 
bolted on whéte the clamp holds them. Had I not had the pipe clamp fixtures, 
T don't know how 1 coukd have done the job. They are not expensive, and you 
can probably find them in a bég, quakity hardware store on a woodwonken's 
supply gérm. Jorgenson "Pony" is the best. Very, very handy. (Note: they 
ane also made gor y-dnch pipe, but this séze will’ prove too small and too weak.)

SPARK PLUG WIRES. Having finished rehabilitating a spark plug cover, 1 
decided to make Some new wires since the ones I had were the wrong Lengths and 
too stiff. The girst thing I Learned from this is that modern carbon- fiber 
cores (e.g. "Aramid") have too much resistance for 1930'S six-volt electrical 
systems. You must use metatlic-core wires. These turn out to be semi-hard to 
fend today, and some of them do not suppress static very well on at all. You 
want a 90-degree bend at the plug end with a rubber boot, 40 the wire wilt not 
short out on the cover, 


Such shorting out was something of a problem in the ofd days. So was in- 
duced voltage caused by the wines Lying close together under the cover, I 
expect this is why the covers are scarce now and often missing {om unrestoned 
cans, Oumers on mechanics gave up and threw them out. Modern <nsuation and 
rubber boots solve these problems.

In the Standard set the plug terminals must be bent, but this is easy to do, 
In both sets the wines must be cut to Length and the distributor terminals 
statled. 1 found that the terminals included in the Standard set did not chimp 
well and T used NAPA teaminads. In ether case, you will probably need to have 
the stone onder the set for you. 


Getting the right Lengths for a neat appearance with the cover may not be 
as easy as it Looks. Here is my prescription for the correct Lengths -- give 
on take an énch on two -- fo a 40-serées engine, measured grom the top of the 
plug to the end of the distributor terminat.
